Todav in our own commonwealth, 
in our nation, and in the world, the 
times cry out for men and women 
of ideals and courage, who will for­ 
get selfishness, greed and regimen­ 
tation and will rekindle the devine 
flame of freedom, which has in­

and 
ennobled 
men 
and 
women in every country where his­ 
tory is written of folk tales are told,” 
he said. 
“The despairing peonies of Europe 
and Asia, bewildered by the un­ 
sound and inept policies of a con­ 
fused and vacillating administration 
in Washington, are turning to every 
form of policy of government—ex­ 
cept Democracy. 
And even in Am­ 
erica. many people are wondering 
whether our form of government 
and our free way of life can survive.’*

Hoover Of FBI 
Warns Americans 
Of Red ‘Termite 


Claims 
Communists 
Boring 
In'; 
Influence Out Of Proportion 
To Membership 


NEW YORK. Jan. 3.— (IN S)— J. 
Edgar Hoover, FBI director, charged 
today that communism is boring its 
way through the United States 'like 
a termite" and that its power and 
influence are out of proportion to 
its membership. 
He declared, in a signed article 
in the February American m aga­ 
zine : 
“The disastrous consequences of 
its advances, unless 
halted 
will 
biing the same terror, oppression 
and 
tyranny 
that 
the 
forces 
of 
fascism would impose upon us. Bo*'n 
are wavs of life that are aln n to j 
America. . . ” 
Hoover 
a id that “too often, lib­ 
erty-loving Americans dismiss the 
menace of red fascism as inconse­ 
quential'’ and “judge its followers 
as a vocal group of malcontents at­ 
tracting: a lunatic fringe.’’ 
He added: 
“They forget that communism is 
a cold, harsh and ruthless system 
; which builds slowly but inexorably 
to the dav when our democratic 
government will bo superseded by a 
Godless, tyranical, communistic dic- 
'atorship in the United Stares/' 
Communists, he asserted, arr car­ 
rying on their “sinister and vicious 
program" behind a false front. 
The FBI head disclosed that the 
communist party launched an in­ 
tensive training program last fall

“ Kamikaze” corps today owed his 
Lafayette college scholarship to the 
war-death of an American soldier. 
The Japanese, Ropert Y. Nishi­ 
yama, of Tokyo, was awarded the 
scholarship set up by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Johnstone, of Downing town, 
in memory of their son who was 
killed in the fighting on Luzon. 
The American youth, Robert S. 
Johnstone, had expressed the wish 
■ hat in the event of his dea h, his 
$10,000 government 
life insurance 
policy be used to "promote better re­ 
lations between the white and yellow 
races”.

Young Johnstone was a student a* 
Lafayette 
when 
he 
entered 
the 
army. 
Dr. Ralph C. Hutchinson, Lafay­ 
ette president, said although Nishi- 
yama served in the Japanese Navy 
Kamikaze corps for about a year, he 
did not cee any action against, the 
Americans. 
Nishiyama, a Christian, attended 
the Tokyo Mission school and the 
Tokyo School of Foreign Languages. 
After the war, Dr. Hutchinson add­ 
ed, Nishiyama served as an interpre­ 
ter for the Fifth air forcle and as 
assistant manager of a post ex­ 
change in Tokyo. 
The Japanese youth will come to 
the United States as soon as Amer­ 
ican authorities permit him to leave 
Japan, Dr. Hutchinson said. He will 
prepare for a teaching career, and 
will be the first of his nationality to 
attend an American college since 
Pearl Harbor. 
Nishiyama’s wife, a native of Cal­ 
ifornia and former Stanford uni­ 
versity student, was caught in J a ­ 
pan, where she was visiting, at the 
outbreak of the war.

Ghendgi Ram. who was captured 
when Singapore and Hong Kong 
fell t<j the Japanese, identified the 
victim as a lighter pilot. 
Ram said the airm an was forced 
down ne. r an airfield where he was 
working in November 1944. 
He added: “About half an hour 
from 
the 
time 
of the Landing. 
Japanese military police—Kem ptai 
—beheaded the pilot. I saw from 
behind a tree and noticed the Japa­ 
nese cut flesh from the arms, legs, 
chi >t and hips and carried same 
to their quarters. 
I was shocked at the scene and 
followed the Japanese to find out 
what they would do with the flesh. 
They cut the flesh into small pieces 
and fried it. 
‘ At about 6 p. nr., a Japanese 
high official «major general) ad­ 
dressed about 150 Japanese, mostly 
officers. At the conclusion of his 
speech, a piece of fried flesh was 
given to all present, who a’e it on 
the spot.”

The city and township have joined 
in maintaining the street, and at
